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CROSS BLOOD BANKS 


Despite the terrible toll of casualties on 


Iwo Jima, few of these have been deaths. 
Judging from the figures available, more 
than four-fifths were wounded and trans- 
ferred rapidly from battlefield to medical 
care on ships off-shore. Many, probably 
most, of these lives will be saved. This is 
due largely to the skill of Navy doctors, the 
patient training of the medical corpsman and 
the excellence of their equipment. But there 
is still another factor. 


This is the development of methods where- 


by whole blood may be carried directly to 
the beachhead, where it is needed in cases 
of severe hemorrhage. The blood donated 
to Red Cross banks in this country Is packed 
in refrigerated containers, flown to Guam, 
transferred to craft especially designed for 
its transport, and taken along by the invasion 
fleet. It has been estimated that perhaps 
20 per cent more lives can thus be saved, 
in addition to the thousands who are alive 
because of transfusions of plasma alone. 


The big problem left is to keep large 


enough supplies of both plasma and whole 
blood flowing to the battlefields. That is up 
to the folks at home. If they make and keep 
their blood donor appointments, the medical 
corps will gladly do the rest. 


The Red Cross Blood Bank is but one of 


its channels of mercy'in this war. 


Keeping alive'the atmosphere .of home on 


the battle front, cheering the wounded, 
dressing their wounds, sending messages 
home to anxious parents. This is the role of 
the American Red Cross. 


It is well to remember this when a Red 


Cross War Fund solicitor calls for financial 
assistance to carry on this work. 


FOR HOMELAND COUNTRY 


Looking at the newspaper pictures of 


American marines in small invasion craft, 
streaking toward a landing place at Iwo Jima 
with hell-fire belching at them from the 
shore and caves and hills, people at home 
may get a pretty fair picture of the nature 
of this Pacific war. The marines themselves, 
oldest and toughest of our national defense 
sen-ices, say it's the worst fighting they have 
run into in 168 years. And there is plenty 
more to go through before this war is won. 


There is a thrill in such pictures and the 


accompanying reports. But it is not for 
thrills that American boys are fighting and 
dying in such strange and remote places. It 
should be kept steadily in mind that they 
are doing it for their country. This means 
their people back home, the boys and girls 
now growing up, and all who are going to 
'be born and live and grow up here in the 
future—they hope in peace and security. 


The great majority of Americans appre- 


ciate these plain and stirring facts. Their 
hearts arc with the fighting men, and in 
their souls in a constant and unspoken 
apology for the fact that they arc safe and 
comfortable at home, while their defenders 
arc in peril and hardship. The defenders ask 
only that their sen-ices shall be appreciated 
and remembered, and that Ihc people at 
home also prove worthy of Ihe times.

Chinese do not forget, the Russian occupation of 
Manchuria after the Sino-Japancsc War. the cor- 
ruption of \A Htmg-chanj; by Count Wille, the 
secret agreements between Russia and Japan di- 
viding Manchuria and Mongolia between them, the 
separation of Mongolia from China under Russian 
influence, the Russiflcation of the Chinese provinces 
of Sinklang and Kansu and 21 years now of strug- 
gle, civil war, burnings, rapes and rapine between 
patriotic Chinese and the Chinese Communists sup- 
ported bv Soviet Russia. 


The reason why Stalin and nil Communists the 


world over bate Chiang Kai-shek and lie about him 
whenever they can is that he betrayed them. 
I 


am personally and directly familiar 
with 
every 


phase and detail of the. origins of that quarrel. I 
witnessed it. And here it is in summary: 


One day when I was sitting with Sun Yat-scn 


a cablegram arrived from Lenin inviting Sun to 
attend a conference in Moscow. Sun politely and 
in a friendly spirit expressed regrets. This started 
a scries ol meetings between Sun and representa- 
tives of the Russians at some of which I was pres- 
ent. 
I was present at the "feelers:" when they 


became Important, a witness was 
naturally ex- 


cluded. 


Chiang Kai-shek was at that time what might 


be called Sun's military secretary. 
He had had 


some military schooling in China and Japan. Sun 
sent him to Russia to study military education, that 
is, the Red Army school system. 


Subsequently, Sun Yat-scn and Soviet .Russia 


entered upon an agreement for Russian participa- 
tion in the Chinese Revolution. Late in 3924. the 
Russian Advisors, headed l\y Borodin, a Chicago 
lawyer, and General Galens (Bluecher) arrived in 
Canton where Sun had set up a government. One 
of their lirst steps was to open a ReJ Army school 
called the Whnmpoa Military Academy outside of 
Canton and Chiang Kai-shek was appointed to be 
its director. Its staff was almost entirely Russian 
and Chiang at that time came to be known as the 
"Red General." 


Sun died on March 32, ]925. On May 30, Chi- 


nese cotton mill workers in Shanghai were shot 
upon by the police of the International Settlement. 
A. nationwide anti-British and anti-American boy- 
cott was organized in protest, accompanied by 
strikes in all industries. Chinese 
and 
Russians 


utilized this situation to dislocate the economic and 
political life of the entire country. 
And in asso- 


ciation with General Galons. Chiang organized and 
conducted a civil war which by the winter of 1926 
brought the Revolutionary Armies to Hankow on 
the Yangtze river. The revolution was conquering 
China. 


Meanwhile. Chiang and Borodin were quarrel- 


ing over the Russian role. They had come in as 
advisers: they wore becoming masters. They came 
in lo heln China: they were turninr; that country 
into a shambles. He broke \vjth them, came to 
Shanghai, set up a government in Nankins aided 
by Shanghai Chinese bankers, took over toe Han- 
kow government, expelled the Russians including 
Borodin and Galens. killed large numbers of Chi- 
nese Communists, and broke of! relations with 
Soviet Rusia. 


If Chiang Kai-shek is betrayed by China's al- 


lies, as Poland has been betrayed, as Finland, Lat- 
via. Lithuania, Esthonia. as 
Mikhailovitch have 


been betrayed—China will fight as she knows how 
to fight. And against her. no mechanized army, no 
planes, no tanks will avail, for the Chinese fight 
with their hearts in their own scorched 
earth.

Someone lias said that the difference in the de- 


gree of pain between rheumatism nnd sciatica is 
thai the pain in rheumatism is measured by the 
amount present when the joint has been put in a 
vice and squeezed till the handle of the vice cannot 
be turned any further. In sciatica the handle of 
the vice is given several turns more. 


Sciatica is indeed a terrible pain, often requir- 


ing powerful quieting drugs to bring relief. 


While sciatica, in the majority ol cases, is caus- 


ed by infection, almost one-third of the eases are 
caused by injury of some kind— a fall. .1 misstep, 
poor posture, protruding abdomen — which puts pres- 
sure on the nrrvc coming out from the main spinal 
column in lower part of the hack.

In the Marianas Islands—(De- 


layed)—The B-29 is unquestion- 
ably a wonderful airplane. Out- 
side of the famous old 
Douglas 


DC-3 workhorse. I've never heard 
pilots so unanimous in their praise 
of an airplane. 


I took my first ride in one the 


other day. No, I didn't go on a 
mission to Japan. 
We've 
been 


through all that before. I don't 
believe in neople going on mis- 
sions unless they have to. And 
as before, the pilots here all 
agreed with me. 


But I went along on a little 


practice bombing trip of an hour 
and a half. The pilot was Maj. 
Gerald Robinson, who lives in our 
hut. 
His wife, incidentally, lives 


at 123 South Girard-st., Albu- 
querque. N. M.. on the very same 
street as our white house. 


I sat on a box between 
the 


pilots, both on the takeoff and for 
the landing, and as much as I've 
flown, that was still a thrill. These 
islands are all relatively small, 
and you're no sooner off the 
ground than you're out over wa- 
ter, and that feels funny. 


If the air is a little rough, it 


Rives you a very odd sensation 
sitting way UD there in the nose. 
For the B-29 is so Me that, instead 
of bumping or dripping, the nose 
has a "willowy" motion, sort of 
like sitting out on the end of n 
green limb when it's swaying 
around. 


The B-29 carries a crew of 11. 


Some of them sit up in the cock- 
nit and the compartment just be- 
hind it. Sonic others sit in a 
compartment near the tail. The 
tail gunner sits -all 
alone, 
wax- 


back there in the lonely tail tur- 
ret. 


The bodv of the B-29 is so tak- 


en up with gas tanks and bomb 
racks that there's normally no 
way to set from 
front to rrnr 


compartments. So the manufac- 
turers solved that hy building a 
tunnel into the plane, right along 
the rooftop? 


The tunnel is round, just big 


enough to crawl in on your hands 
and Snecs, and is padded with 
Wuc cloth. It's more than 30 feet

lone and the crew members cr.iwl 


them can't stand to do that. I've 
heard combat crewmen bring up 
the subject a half 
dozen times. 


They say they get claustrophobia 
in the tunnel. 


There used to be some sleeping 


bunks on tbe B-29. but they've 
been taken out, and now there's 
hardly even room to lie down on 
the floor. 


A fellow does get sleepy on a 


14-hour mission. Most of the 
pilots take naps in their seats. 
One pilot I know turned the plane 
over to his co-ptlot and went back 
to the tunnel for "a little nap," 
and didn't return for six 
hours, 


iust before they hit the coast of 
japan. They laughingly say he 
goes to sleep before he gets his 
wheels up. 


The B-29 is a very stable plane 


and hardly anybody ever gets sick 
even in rough weather. The boys 
smoke in the plane, and the mess 
hall gives them a small lunch of 
sandwiches 
and 
oranges 
and 


cookies to eat on the w-av- 


On mission days all flying crew- 


men, even those not going on the 
mission, get all the fried eggs 
they want for breakfast. 
That's 


the only day they have eggs. 


The crewmen wear their regu- 


lar clothes on missions, usually 
coveralls. 
They don't have to 


wear heavy fleece-lined clothes 
and all that bulky gear, because 
the cabin is heated. They do slip 
on their hcavv steel "flak vests" 
as they Approach the target. 


The-.' don't i'.ave to wear oxygen 


masks except when they're over 
the target, for the cabin is scaled 
and "pressurized"—simulating a 
constant-attitude of S.OOO feet.

thing throughout Europe during 
the middle ages. 
In medieval 


Venice only the barbers' quarter 
was exempt—the barbers were on 
call as surgeons. 


As late as 1848 a curfew law 


still was applied in various parts 
of England. The English applied 
a coal-saving curfew during World 
War I. when restaurants extin- 
guished lights lit 10 p. m. and 
theatre lights went out at 10:30 
p. m. 


In 1918 New York had » 1 a. m. 


closing time—but the number o( 
night spots has multiplied since 
then. 


Farmington. Conn., began a cur- 


few in 1652 and still has a curfew 
fund. Through the years the city 
fathers tolled their hell 28 times 
each night, just for tradition's 
sake.
